' Describing the discovery of the stolen Hong- 


kong. and Shanghsi-Bank notos on tho French

{June 15th) when’ it was:ramonred that tho 
stolen notes had been discovered by the Custonis 
anthorities on o ship in the harbour, . Enquiries 
prove the news to be trie. It appears that tho 
Colombo Customa made a search of cortain 
luggage in the transhipment department this 
morning, the search being maile by the Customs 
authorities and police aa the result of » telegram 
from Singapore giving information that strong 
suspicions ‘were held that certain luggage on 
tho steamship Indus intended for transbip- 
ment at Colombo contained the stolen ills, 
The Hon, Mr. W.-H. Jackson, Principal 


Collector of Customs, himself carried ont | 


the examination at un early hour, ond was 
successful in finding the lost notes, Tho 
cargo of tho Indve—which has bsen for 
eome time in port—transhipped at Colombo 
included fuur cuses consigned from_#& native at 
Singspare to another native at Pondicherry 
and which were intended to be sent by the 


steamer Dupleiz. It was to these cases that }° 


suspicion was directed and thoy were submitted 
to the very strictest scrutiny. All the cases 
bore the same mark, namely K.8. witha triangle, 
and three of them were found to contain nothin; 
but old clothing and pieces of old farniturs an 
rubbish, ‘The fourth was full of cotton clothes. 
and was tin lined, but it was found that under- 
nesth this lining was a false bottom, Here, 
covered over with boards, whioh- had boon 
acrawed down, were discovered the missing 
notes to the value of 257,000 dollars.

Further. information showed 
that the steamer which conveyed the Moham- 
medan had alzo on board a packet destined for 
Pondicherry, of which the bill of lading was 
addressed ‘to ong Saminads Pilloi at Kutha- 
najlur, “The Mohammedan was shadowed 
throughout o hurried trip thut he puid 
to Kuthansllur, whero his suspected con- 
federate, Saminado Pillai; was: already receiv- 
ings the most delicate attentions from the Police, 
‘The two men were allowed to meet and take 
counsel together ax to how best to take delivery 
‘of the bill of lading without arousing suspicion. 
hey. resolved, it is alleged, to approach tho 
local postmaster with suggestion thut, for a 
sabstantial consideration, tho bill of lading on- 
closed in a registered cover might be made over to 
thy addresses as quietly as possible. The post- 
masterat once communicated with the police, and 
the men were arrested immediately after delivery 
of the registered letter was made. It would 
appear that the Mohammedan (Abdol Kader) 
made 9 dosperate attempt te tear up the bill of 
lading. Abdol Kader and Sominadha Pillai 


_\ wera lodged ‘at the Tanjore Sub-jail, awaiting

THE ISTHMUS OF KRA.’

_ ‘MCh, Lemire, writing on the revived project 
of cutting a ship-caual through tho isthmus of 
Kra, points out that it is nsoless for French 


people to revive it, as the scheme was dropped 
twenty years ago>,and has heen -eompletely 


| forgotten. in France’. Besiiles it was only part 


of o large scheme to run. a ship canal front 
Hation through Saigon to Tourane, which has 
been decided to be impracticable, And finally 
he soya the Anglo-French Convention of 1896 
abandoned the Malay Peninsula to British 
influence. M.-Lemire then goes on to recall 
what France.did in this matter. He writes:— 

"The project dates back to 1882, With 
his. extraordinary intuition for our. foreign 
interests Jules Ferry. had had the idea of 
this canal, and he began its realisation. A 
survey party was sont out to examine tho 
ways and means. Ships were to pass by this 
French ‘canal from the Gulf of Bongal .to 
the Gulf of Siam, and from there by tho 
widened canal from Hatien to Saigon and 
‘Tourane, wail boats gaining four. days, econo- 
amising a: million s year in coal and escaping 
currents, foge, and typhoons. Cochin China was 
to gain at the expense of Singapore. Our 
interests in Siam wers to Leeda fmt gre 
The promoters of the scheme employed on the 
survey were M. Francois Deloncle, M.L. Dra, 
and Count Mahe de la Bourdonnsis. It was 
soon. ditcovered, however, that: the necessary 
capital hed been ‘placed under the. patronage of 
‘the “ a Office”; the. English: got e hold 
of: most ‘of the shares'in order to. make the. 
scheme @ failure, We.were deceived. “‘Throo 
‘years ago tho Fresh shareholders got back 25

thotalent of 7. de Leymarie, the and 
brilliant.advooste who is vice-president. of tho 
Sovicty of Commercial Geography.” 


M. Lamire goes on te point ont that noither: 


in: 1885 wheh Britain annexed Upper Burma, 
nor in. 1893, did- France claim any intoresta 
in the Isthmus cf Kra, while in 1896 it was 
finally abandoned. The King of Siam, ho says, 
had tho intention of making tha canal himself, 
but the British will never allow it. The French 
connection with this project, he says, is only 
worth recalling that it may serve as @ lesson to 
the Colonial groups of to-day, as a warning not 
to take as schemes and then abandon thom. ~
